By RODNEY DUTCHER 
NEA Service Writer 
Washington, June 2—Serious, 
solid and silent, William M. But­ 
ler of Massachusetts was 
four 
years ago placed in charge 
of 
the Republican party 
by 
his 
friend Calvin Coolidge. Now he 
is about to quit the chairman­ 
ship of the national committee 
still serious, solid and silent. 
In the four years of his reign, 
Butler has justified the Coolidge 
faith by giving the party every­ 
thing it demands of a national 
chairman: 
1. He has voided scandals. 
2. He leaves no deficit behind 
hirii. 
3. He has been 
indisputably 
boss of the committee. 
That record is a key to But­ 
ler’s personality. More than any­ 
thing else, Butler is safe, sane 
and conservative. Smart 
presi­ 
dents pick national chairmen 
who will run the party organi­ 
zation as they want it run. And 
Butler has done the job as Cool­ 
idge would have done it himself. 
Butler’s biography shows that 
he was first a corporation lawyer, 
then a corporation organizer and 
finally a corporation owner. Nat­ 
urally, he operated the Repub­ 
lican party as if it were just one 
more corporation. 
Butler has been far from the 
most popular national chairman 
the party has had. He’s no back- 
slapper like his predecessor. Will 
Hays, and his refusal to be

dummy for Harry Sinclair’s oil 
gifts indicates that he is more 
scrupulous.

Feeding spring pigs for mar­ 
ket is an exceedingly important 
subject on most Indiana farms 
on account of the present short­ 
age of feed.

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WHY NOT KEEP THIS AT HOME? 
Talk is being revived again, that an attem p t 
is under way to break the pool of stock holders 
in the Rushville Co-operative Telephone Com­ 
pany, and tha t a fairly good price would be of­ 
fered to the m ajority if they agreed to sell out. 
Once more the stock holders are urged to be 
on their guard, 
and hold to tha t which is so 
good. There is no question of a doubt but w hat 
the stock is worth $1500 a share — and the out­ 
side concerns realize this better than the stock ­ 
holders. 
I 
Few cities can boast tha t they m aintain a 
“home company,” which is one of the points for 
the stock holders to consider before selling out. 
Each citizen should have pride enough in his 
bosom for home industries. 
If the m atter is one that involves money, 
then other 
steps could be tak en to 
k eep the 
p lant under home m anagem ent. 
If it requires 
a return on an investment, this could be arrang­ 
ed. The company could petition for another in­ 
crease, so that the stock holders could receive a 
6 or 7 per cent on an investm ent equivalent to 
$800 a share, and this return would serve as a 
good income for the shareholders. 
While the petition for higher rates might 
meet with much disfavor, yet it would be for the 
best interests of all. 
The first thing that would 
happen if the p lant were sold to outside inter­ 
ests, would be a big boost in rates, so that the 
consumer would pay the bill after all. 
Only a 
slight increase 
would be required to 
k eep the 
concern at home, so that the p atrons 
would 
really be the winners in the case. 
If the p lant is to be sold, literally speak ing, 
then it should be sold right here at home, by 
giving the present stock holders a good return, 
and k eep the profits here in Rushville. 
The Connersville p lant is an example of con­ 
ditions here. 
It was privately owned until re­ 
cently and the rates were moderate. 
When 
oik - 
[*side interests obtained control, a petition was 
filed seek ing these rates: 
Business phones, net 
¡$4.7 5 and residence phones, net $3.00. 
These in­ 
creases represented an . increase of 7 5 cents, with 
^similar increases on two party, and rural phones 


ij 
The company that purchased the M artins- 
tp lie system \vas recently granted an increase, 
]so that the business phones yield tha t concern 
$4.50 a m onth and residence $2.50. The business 
phones formerly were $2.50—almost doubled. 
So one can readily see that if the system 
here passes to an outside concern, the rates 
w ill 
go sk y high, and if the stock holders are con­ 
cerned in the affair for a financial reason, they 
should tak e steps to bring about a slight raise, 
and k eep the money at home. 
j 
The members of the pool 
should approach 


the board of directors immediately with such a 
p lan in mind. 
T he-p lant here was built 
by 
home people, and those who live here should be 
entitled to the profits and benefits. Only a slight 
increase would be necessary to place the stock 
on a good level for those who have money in­ 
vested, and it would continue to be operated as 
a home industry, w ithout the terrorizing de­ 
m ands all of the time for rate increases.

BIBLE SCHOOLS CONVENE 
The Daily Vacation Bible schools have been 
announced for five churches in Rushville, com­ 
mencing Monday, and there is much good to be 
derived from such an undertak ing on the p art 
of the church organizations. 
Many children, 
especially in the 
larger 
cities of the country, and the same may apply 
here, do not attend Bible school on Sunday, and 
the five-day-a-week program, outlined in the 
vacation school, will enable a boy or girl to have 
obtained more religious training during the four 
week period, that could be learned in the entire 
year by attending on Sunday only. 


It is with 
gratification 
tha t two 
more 
churches have tak en up this line of work , so 
that now five churches in Rushville are acting as 
sponsors. 
The churches combine their evening worship 
in the summer months, and if they could com­ 
bine this vacation study period into a com m uni­ 
ty project, it would be far more reaching, less ex­ 
pensive and enable the instructors to have larger 
classes. 
This community plan is followed in many 
cities, by using the public school buildings for 
that purpose, where teaching facilities are avail­ 
able for such work . 
In Rushville if two of the 
schools were used for that purpose, and with all 
of the churches sponsoring the 
program and 
teaching, it would be a step forward in a move­ 
m ent of great merit.

Since 
then the “positive policy”

b een reflected in the landing of 
troops in Shantung last July and 
again in April of this year, and 
in the w arning to the Chinese 
warring factions to keep out of 
M anchuria.

churia, in the event Chang Tso- 
lin’s rule fails, is the question of 
param ount interest to the State 
Departm ent. If this is done, J a ­ 
pan will b e asked b y the United 
States to explain how such ac­ 
tion can b e reconciled with J a ­ 
panese commitments under the 
1922 treaty.

Butler, Pal of CooUdge Has 


Kept Party Free of Scandals

Washington, June 2—Serious, 


solid and silent, Wffliam M. But- 
ler of Massachusetts was four 
years ago placed in charge of 
the Republican party by his 
friend Calvin Coolidge. Now he 
is about to quit the chairman- 
ship of the national committee 
still serious, solid and silent. 


In the four years of his reign, 


Butler has justified the Coolidge 
faith by giving the party every- 
thing it demands of a national 
chairman: 


1. He has voided scandals. 
2. He leaves no deficit behind 


him. 
3. He has been 
indisputably 


boss of the committee. 


That record is a key to But- 


ler's personality. More than any- 
thing else, Butler is safe, sane 
and conservative. Smart presi- 
dents pick national chairmen 
who will run the party organi- 
zation as they want it run. And 
Butler has done the job as Cool- 
idge would have done it himself. 


Butler's biography shows that 


he was first a corporation lawyer, 
then a corporation organizer and 
finally a cdrporation owner. Nat- 
urally, he operated the Repub- 
lican party as if it were just one 
more corporation. 


. Butler has been far from the 
most popular national chairman 
the party-has had. He's no back- 
slapper like his predecessor. Will 
Hays, and his refusal to be a 
dummy for Harry Sinclair's oil 
gifts indicates that he is more 
scrupulous. It has been said that, 
compared with Butler, Coolidge 
is garrulous. Although he is sup- 
posed to be one of the president's 
two closest friends, they

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WHY NOT KEEP THIS AT HOME? 


Talk is being revived again, that an attempt 


is under way to break the pool of stockholders 
in the Rushville Co-operative Telephone Com- 
pany, and that a fairly good price would be of- 
fered to the majority if they agreed to sell out. 


Once more the stockholders are urged to be 


on their guard, and hold to that which is so 
good. There is no question of a doubt but what 
the stock is worth $1500 a share — and the out- 
side concerns realize this better than the stock- 
holders. 


Few cities can boast that they maintain a 


"home company," which is one of the points for 
the stockholders to consider before selling out. 
Each citizen should have pride enough in his 
bosom for home industries. 


If the matter is one that involves money, 


then other steps could be taken to keep the 
plant under home management. 
If it requires 


a return on an investment, this could be arrang- 
ed. The company could petition for another in- 
crease, so that the stockholders could receive a 
6 or 7 per cent on an investment equivalent to 
$800 a share, and this return would serve as a 
good income for the shareholders. 


While the petition for higher rates might 


meet with much disfavor, yet it would be for the 
best interests of all. The first thing that would 
happen if the plant were sold to outside inter- 
ests, would be a big boost in rates, so that the 
consumer would pay the bill after all. Only a 
slight increase1 would be required to keep the 
concern at home, so that the patrons 
would 


really be the winners in the case. 


If the plant is to be sold, literally speaking, 


then it should be sold right here at home, by 
giving the present stockholders a good return, 
and keep the profits here in Rushville. 


The Connersville plant is an example of con- 


ditions here. 
It was privately owned until re- 


cently and the rates were moderate. When out- 
iside interests obtained control, a petition was 
filed'seeking these rates: Business phones, net 
$4.75 and residence phones, net $3.00. These in- 
creases represented anjncrea.se of 75 cents, with 
similar increases on two party, and rural phones. 
! 
'The company that purchased the Martins- 


Iville system was recently granted an increase, 
so that the business phones yield that concern 
$4.50 a month and residence $2.50. The business 
phones formerly were $2.50—almost doubled. 


So one can readily see that if the system 


here passes to an outside concern, the rates will 
50 sky high, and if the stockholders are con- 
cerned in the affair for a financial reason, they 
should take steps to bring about a slight raise, 
,nd keep the money at home. 


The members of the pool should approach 


the board of directors immediately with such a 
plan in mind. 
The-, plant here was built by 


home people, and those who live here should be 
entitled to the profits and benefits. Only a slight 
increase would be necessary to place the stock 
on a good level for those' who have money in- 
vested, .and it would continue to be operated as 
a home industry, without the terrorizing de- 
mands all of the time for rate increases. 


BIBLE SCHOOLS CONVENE 


The Daily Vacation Bible schools have been 


announced for five churches in Rushville, com- 
mencing Monday, and there is much good to be 
derived from such an undertaking on the part 
of the church organizations. 


Many children, 
especially in the 
larger 


cities of the country, and the same may apply 
here, do not attend Bible school on Sunday; and 
the five--day-a-week program, .outlined in the 
vacation school, will enable a boy or girl to have 
obtained more religious training during the four 
week period, that could be learned in the entire 
year by attending on Sunday only. 


It is with 
gratification that two 
more 


churches have taken up this line of work, so 
that now five churches in Rushville are acting as 
sponsors. 


The churches combine their evening worship 


in the summer months, and if they could com- 
bine this vacation study period into a communi- 
ty project, it would be far more reaching, less ex- 
pensive and enable the instructors to have larger 
classes. 


This community plan is followed in many 


cities, by using the public school buildings for 
that purpose, where teaching facilities are avail- 
able for such work. In Rushville if two of the 
schools were used for that purpose, and with all 
of the churches sponsoring the program and 
teaching, it would be a step forward in a move- 
ment of great merit.

WASHINGTON—More than 13 


years ago the German embas- 


sy' f here advertised in the news- 
papers a warning -to Americans 
against sailing through the war 
'zone on British ships. 


That was the beginning of the 


story of the Lusitania. which was 
torpedoed six days later near Ire- 
land with loss of 124 Americans, 
•whose deaths proved the greatest 
single factor in pushing us into 
war with Germany. 


The incident is now being closed. 


It was within a week or two of 
May 1, the thirteenth anniversary 
of the Lusitania catastrophe, that 
the heirs and survivors of the 
American victims began to receive 
the S2.500.000 damages awarded 
them by the Mixed Claims Commis- 
sion against Germany. 


Most of the money tins been paid 


and th« rest' will be doled out as 
fast as the remaining successful 
claimants file their applications 
with the treasury under provision 
of the War Claims Act. That act 
provided for immediate payment of 
all 
death 
and 
personal 
injury 


claims and all claims under S100.- 
000. 
The other claims are being 


paid by installments. The money 
will really come from Germany, 
but as It is being collected over a 
.75-year period under the Dawes 
plan. Congress decided to take care 
of the American claimants while 
some of them remained alive.

The 
more or less liberal Wakatsuki 
government sought to overcome 
this animosity by adopting a 
"friendship policy." On May 30, 
1925, lor example, foregin police 
in Shanghai fired upon Chinese 
demonstrators, 
which led 
to 


anti-foreign rioting throughout 
the country. The incident was 
provoked by the shooting a few 
days earlier of a Chinese laborer 
by Japansese mill guards. Under 
the "friendship policy," however, 
the Japanese had quietly paid 
an indemnity to the dead laoor- 
or's family and thus avoided 
blame for the May 3p affair and 
escaped the anti-foreign out- 
break. 
When, in April, 1927, the Ta- 


naka Government 
succeeded 


that of Premier Wakatsuki the 
••friendship policy" was over- 
thrown for a more positive atti- 
tude. Three months later Baron 
Tanaka announced a separate 
policy for Manchuria, declaring 
that the civil war must not be 
permitted to menace -our spe- 
cial position and rights and in- 
terests in those regions." Since 
then the "positive policy" has 
been reflected in the landing of 
troops in Shantung last July and 
again in April of this year, and 
in the warning to the Chinese 
warring factions to keep out of 
Manchuria. 
Whether the next 


step will be for Japan to take 
over the government of Man- 
churia, in the event Chang Tso- 
lin's rule fails, is the question of 
paramount interest to the State 
Department. If this is done, Ja- 
pan will be asked by the United 
States to explain how such ac- 
tion can be reconciled with Ja- 
panese commitments under the 
1922 treaty.
